DON’T PLANT DEEP: — 

In the seedings with spring 
sown grains, one of the biggest 
mistakes is to cover the small 
seed too deep. Small seeds have 
only a minimum of stored food to 
last them from the time germina- 
tion starts until new green leaves 
have pushed above ground for 
further food manufacture. Thus, 
any method which will insure shal- 
low. planting, will result in quick- 
er establishment of the legume 
Be sure the

' Don’t be too afraid of putting 
on enough phosphate and potash 
in the fertilizer, as Charlevoix 
county needs these elements. Le- 
gumes are heavy users of these 
two plant foods and a good supply

Piants in The Home 
(By Vaun Ogden) 


A lady called up the other day 


to ask what to do with her Calce- 
olaria after it was through )los- 
soming. The answer is to throw it 


-jaway. imagine you might be able 


to keep over the shrubby type, but 
the common kind wouldn’t come 
back ordinarily. . 

Often associated with Mother’s 
Day, the Calceolaria has yellow, 
red and brown mottled | flowers 
they resemble an inflated pouch or 
slipper toe. They are very hard to 
raise so it would be better to buy 
them already in blossom. . And 
then be.sure they are free of the 
green ‘plant lice. 
plant lice on them,. or on other 
plants, spray every week ‘or so 
with. Black leaf 40, according to 
instructions on the bottle. I add a 
little. Dreft also, for a spreader. 
Try not to hit the flowers: 

Another new bug eradicator is. 
sodium selenate. It is put in the 
water that you water’ the plants 
with. Absorbed right into the 
plant, the bugs that suck jucies 
out of the plant, get some of the 
poison and die. It is far too touchy 
a method to be used on plants in 
the home. 

- Hot sun wilts the flowers of 


Calcealarias, and a cold draft is 


also injurious to the plants. In the 
ordinary home they should last 
cuite.a few weeks, however. They 
will put on a real show. They are 
very unusual and will always at- 
tract a lot of attention. Oh, yes,

-rafts turned out to be only fishing 
— 

; But later, a Nite raft was picked up 
and air force officials indicated a 
-eonviction it came from the missing 


plane, which had 10 crew members 


aboard, A British ship under com- 
mand of Captain J. Henderson re- 


- ported finding the raft and said it 


_was partly collapséd, The air-supply 


‘bottle was exhausted and supply]. 


pockets were open and empty. 
There were no signs of life and 
no messages were found. 


Had the Soviets shot down the 
plane, or so crippled it by gunfire 
that it crashed in the Baltic? That 
was the big question. Bigger yet 
was the question: 
United States do if it were developed 
that the plane was a victim of Rus- 
Sian gunfire? 

THOSE were questions that would 


-- have to wait, however, until the an- 


swer to what had actually happened 
to the plane had been cleared up— 


if it ever could be cleared up. 


Meanwhile, American’ tempers 


“grew a little shorter with Russian 
.tactics and there was no denying 


that the Cold War had taken on a 


degree or so more heat. 


GEORGIA: 
Unit Vote Stays 


The county-unit vote determina- 
tion system is unique in the United 
States because only two states use 


. it. It is unique, too, in that it is 


‘found acceptable by city populations 
in these states, when its use gives 
votes in some rural counties up to 
122 times more weight than those 


in..eity areas, 
But, the U.S: supreme. court has.. 


said the system is all right. In a 7 


_ to 2 decision it refused to strike 


down the county-unit vote in Geor- 


' gia. Maryland is the only other state 


employing this system. 

JUSTICE BLACK and Douglas 
protested bitterly against the ma- 
jority ‘opinion, which was brief and 
unsigned. These two members of 
the court declared the action failed 
to plug what they called the last 
loopholes in the court’s decision 
which gives Negroes the right to 
vate, . 

The majority opinion said that 
federal courts have no right to in- 
terfere with the way a. state geo- 
graphically apportions voting 
strength. It made no mention of any 
racial issue the dissenters saw ih 
the case, 

Two Georgia voters attacked the 

existing law. Under the system, each 
of Georgia’s 159 counties is alloted 
a number of unit votes, ranging 
from six for the eight most-populous 
counties down to two for most of 
the counties... 
. THE CANDIDATE. who receives 
the most popular votes in a county 
1s awarded all its unit votes. The 
system, in that respect, works 
something like the erectorst col- 
lege.

GERMANY: 
A Repetition? 
Any mention of rearming Ger- 


many makes cold chills run down. 


the backs of those who remember 
how a beaten, dismantled Reich 
was permitted to come back and 
‘plunge the world into the most dev- 
astating conflict it had ever known, 

THREE TIMES in the past 80 
years, German war machines have 
struck swiftly and ruthlessly at the 
peace of the world. Had the Ger. 


flict, something of what the van- 
quished might have expected is pro- 
vided in the terms laid down by | 
these conquerors of the French in 
1870, when German troops stayed on 
French soil until every penny of 
reparations demanded was’ paid. 

‘How the individual may have 
fared under the Teuton heel was re- 
voltingly demonstrated by Hitler 
and his sadistic Nazis. 

Now, all the great talk, the board 
planning, the global’ thinking is 
merging into cne resounding chorus: 
“Rearm Germany!” 

Joining this chorus was General 
Jacob L. Devers, retired chief of
